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LABOR TO LEND 


FULL STRENGTH 
TO WIN THE WAR 


The American labor movement 
must concentrate all its energies 
and resources upon war problems 
and war needs and realize that, 
with the very life of the nation 


a itself in dire peril, labor’s normal 
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peacetime objectives must be laid 
aside, the executive council told 
the sixty-second annual convention 
of the American Federation of 
Labor. 


“Only fundamentals should have 
consideration and action at the 
present time,” the council report 
declared. “Undertakings and ob- 
jectives important for human wel- 
fare cannot be advanced when our 
national institutions themselves are 
in peril. We therefore are holding 
many such commitments in reserve 
until the war is won.” 


Pointing out that the issues in- 
volved in the war are “the very 
heart of democratic institutions 
and the democratic way of life,” 
the executive council said the 
American Federation of Labor 
stands squarely behind the federal 
government in its prosecution of 
the fight against the Axis. 


“The months immediately 
ahead will bring sacrifices and 
burdens,” the report said, “but 
we must be prepared to go 
through with determination 
and conviction. Freedom is at 
stake. The issue is worth what 
we have in material substances 
as well as personal sacrifices. 
We call upon all wage-earners 
to prepare to stay in the battle 
till victory is won.” 

President Roosevelt was urged 
to establish an over-all board of eco- 
nomic and military strategy. Such 
an agency should be charged with 
the responsibility of “planning for 
resources to be mobilized for war, 
for the economic needs of the civil- 
ian population, for the conservation 
of human welfare and for recon- 
version to peace,” the executive 
council proposed. 

Over-all planning would be valu- 
able as a guide to the operating 
war agencies and would help to 
bring about coordination of the 


activities of these agencies, the 
council asserted. 
In its report, which covered! 


almost 250 printed pages, the coun- 
cil dealt with a multitude of sub- 
jects of vital importance to the 
millions of American wage-earners 
—those in war industry, those still 
in civilian industry and those who 
have left the regular employment 
and gone into the armed services. 
Subjects covered in the voluminous 
report included production prob- 
lems, manpower distribution, wage 
stabilization, social security, hous- 
ing, legislation, relations with the 
labor movements of Latin America 
and Europe, postwar problems and 
scores of other topics. 


The executive council report con- 
tained criticism of the war pro- 
duction board and the office of 
price administration. The failure 
of these agencies to give organized 
labor adequate representation in 
the formulation of policy drew the 
council's fire. 


As regards the WPB, the council 
voiced some satisfaction at the fact 
that recently labor has been ac- 
corded a degree of representation 
and the hope was expressed that 
“this constructive development 
may be carried further.” 

“Opportunity for joint considera- 
tion of programs has not yet gone 
far enough,” the council declared. 

The OPA was castigated for its 
cavalier treatment of organized 
labor. 

“From its inception until June, 
1942, the office of price administra- 
tion dealt with vital questions of 
economic policy without any labor 
consultation, labor participation or 
labor representation,” the executive 
council related. 

“As a result of a concerted drive 
for labor representation made by 
the American Federation of Labor 
in May a labor policy committee 


was formed with the OPA and be- 
gan its work on June 22, 

“Shortly before the labor policy 
committee was formed a labor 
office was established on the staff 
of OPA. Characteristic of the OPA 
attitude was the fact that the posts 
of director, assistant director and 
principal staff members of the la- 
bor office were filled by the ad- 
ministrator without consultation 
with organized labor.” 


One of the most significant sec- 
tions of the executive councii’s re- 
port was that headed “Peace Ob- 
jectives.” In this portion of the 
report the council warned that de- 
feat of the Axis will not end the 
responsibility of the United States 
which, as “the most powerful 
country in the world,” will have to 
see to it that order must be re- 
stored. 


“And it must be the kind of order 
for which we are now fighting,” the 
council emphasized. 

The American Federation of La- 
bor and the labor movements of 
other Allied countries will oppose 
prolonged military rule over the 
defeated Axis nations, the report 
said, 

“From the first, civilians must 
be in charge of provisional govern- 
ments, and from the first there 
must be participation of respon- 
sible, representative local persons 
in decisions affecting their wel- 
fare.” 

Labor should have _ representa- 
tion in the delegations of all 
nations at the peace conference, 


the executive council said, since 
labor is “the largest numerical 
group in all nations.” 

Assailing proposals to isolate 


countries, to set up buffer states 
and to balance powers off against 
each other as belonging to the 
past, the council laid down a con- 
structive five-point program for 
writing a peace that can reasonably 
be expected to endure. The pro- 
gram was as follows: 

(1) The principle that must 
be basic in the peace is “gov- 
ernments derive their just 
powers from consent of the 
governed.” The kind of govern- 
ment which other countries 
may choose may differ widely 
from the institutions of the 
United states, as the genius and 
character of one nation differs 
from another. The important 
thing is that the government 
shall have the approval of the 
governed and that there shall 
be no type of aggression. 

(2) The territorial security of 
all nations and opportunities 
for peaceful change should be 
assured. By such machinery 
we hope to work toward and to 
develop a world community of 
nations. 

(3) We further propose that 
as essential for participation by 
labor of all countries in these 
world conferences and agencies 
wage-earners shall be guaran- 
teed the right to membership 
in free unions controlled by the 
membership concerned. We 
have repeatedly witnessed the 
initial attack by the new des- 
potism upon the free labor 
movement, because the shack- 
ling of this largest group in a 
democracy left other groups 
and interests helpless to make 
effective protest. We propose 
this basic right as essential for 
the world democracy for which 
this war is waged. 

(4) There must be a world 
agency to decide policies in 
which all countries are con- 
cerned, definite provisions to 
make decisions effective and a 
world court, 

(5) Every political, economic 
and social institution must 
serve the freedom and welfare 
of human beings. The inalien- 
able rights of free men are the 
ultimate end which civilization 
promotes.

AFL PRESIDENT CONDEMNS 
PESSIMISTS AND HAILS 
WAR PRODUCTION 


Call For Labor Union in Keynote 
Address Before Convention 
President William Green set the keynote for the 62nd annual 


convention of the American Federation of Labor with a ringing 
pledge that the six million AFL members will exceed America’s 


war production goals before the 


The 600 delegates from all parts of the United States a 
Canada matched the patriotie@Q— @—\—_— 


fervor of Mr. Green’s declara- 
tion with resounding cheers. 


Mr. Green severely casti- 
gated public officials who speak 
slightingly of labor’s production 
achievements, and who say Amer- 
ica is losing the war. He pointed 
out that President Roosevelt re-| 
buked them on his return from a 
cross-country war inspection tour. 
Referring to the president’s an- 
nouncement that the rate of pro- 
duction now is already up to 95 
per cent of the figure he set last 
January, Mr. Green declared: 

“IT assure him, as the represent- 
ative of 6,000,000 workers that be- 
fove the end of this year all the 
standards he set will be excelled by 
workers of America.” 

In an eloquent call for all ott 
support of our armed forces now 
fighting the enemy on battle fronts 
across the seas, Mr. Green said: 


“Let us cheer those abroad with 
the sound of our marching feet 
with the realization that we are 


winning the battle of production at 
home, by sending them countless 
ships laden with munitions and by 
filling the heavens with our war 
planes. 

“Then, after victory has been 
won, let us call upon the civil- 
ized world to demand that Hit- 
ler, Mussolini and Hirohito pay 
the penalty for their crimes, | 
just as they have murdered 
millions of innocent men, wo- 
men and children.” | 
The delegates applauded vigor-! 

ously when Mr. Green insisted that 
labor must be fully represented in| 
the peace negotiations at the con-! 
clusion of the war. He urged that 
the free nations of the world take 
cognizance of the “tragic lessons 
of the past” and set up an interna- 
tional force, democratically con-, 
trolled, and clothed with full auth- 
ority to preserve peace throughout 
the world.” 

Mr. Green recalled the actions of 
past conventions as far back as 
1933, in applying economic boycotts 
against nazi Germany and _ de- 
nouncing the dictatorship and mili- 
tarism of Hitler. This, he said, was 
followed up in 1937 with a boycott 
against Japan and an urgent call 
upon the government to prohibit 
the sale of scrap and war supplies 
to that country—materials which 
permitted the Japs to bomb Pearl 
harbor. 


3ecause of the AFL's early real- 
ization of the danger, the officers 
and members of the federation re- 
sponded “immediately and whole- 
heartedly to the call for service,” 
when war broke out, Mr. 
said. He cited the amazing produc- 
tion advances in war industries, the 
construction of army schedule 
examples of labor’s contributions 
to the success of the war effort. 

“It won’t be long,” he continued, 
“before we are ready to strike the) 
enemy with our full might. Our 
fighting men, American and Cana-| 
dian, are superior to the enemy's) 


forces and they will win for us.” |

Some significance was attached 
to Mr. Green’s statement “that one, 
perhaps two distinct units of the 
dual movement have about reached 
the point where they will come 
back again to the front door of the 
house of labor and ask for the 
privilege of coming back home.” 

Mr. Green spoke after stirring 


welcoming ceremonies under the 
auspices of the local convention 
committee. William Jenoves, presi- 


dent of the Toronto district labor 
council, presided over this prelim- 
inary session and introduced Mayor 
Fred J. Conby, Premier Mitchell 
Hepburn, of the province of On- 
tario and Mr. Humphrey Mitchell, 
Canadian minister of labor, who 
welcomed the delegates and assured 
them of Canada’s full cooperation 
with the United States for victory. 
Archbishop J. C. McGuigan, of the 
Toronto diocese, delivered the in-| 
vocation.

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Wage Increase Awarded | 
To Knitgoods Workers 


Louis Nelson, manager of the 
Knitgoods Workers’ Union, Local 
155, LL.G.W.U., of New York, an- 
nounced that a decision had been 
handed down by the arbitrator, 
Professor Gray, granting an _ in- 
crease in wages of $2 per week to | 
all the workers employed on a 
weekly basis and an increase of 5 
cents per hour to the workers em- 
ployed on a piece rate basis. 

The decision on the vacation 
fund established in the industry, 
provides that each member of the 
United Knitwear Manufacturers’ | 
league will pay to the union week- 
ly, for the vacation fund, 2% per 
cent out of the total earnings of 
all his employes covered by the 
collective agreement between the 
union and the league.

12 SHIPYARDS HIRE 
28,715 MEN 
IN ONE MONTH 


Twelve of the several shipyards 
engaged in building vessels for the 
maritime commission hired 28,715 
additional employes during August 
who are now trained in doing 
skilled and semi-skilled operations 
to boost production to a new high. 

Fifty-four yards and plants on 
the Atlantic, Gulf, Lakes, and Pa- 
cific coasts are busily working two 
to three shifts in 24 hours construct- 
ing ships, engines and equipment. 
Daily launchings are so frequent 
they hardly make a line in the 
press, even in localities where they 
“hit the drink.” Each of these 
yards are adding and training new 
employes as fast as they can take 
them on. 

The Pacific coast yards still lead 
in the spread of their activities. 
Six of these took on over 24,000 
new men and women during Aug- 
ust, while the eastern yards were 
taking on about 4000. The Rich- 
mond’s three yards in California 
alone hired 8405 during the month, 
which increased their total force 
to 64,457 on September 1. Kaiser 
added 5997 mechanics, about 
equally divided between his two} 
plants at Portland and Vancouver, 
bringing his force up to 22,500.

FRIDAY, OCTOBER 16 
WAR RAISES TOTAL OF 
FEDERAL EMPLOYES 


The executive branch of the goy- 
ernment added 120,862 civilian em- 
ployes during July to make its 
total employment 2,327,932 at the 
end of the month, the civil service 
commission reported from Wash- 
ington early this week. The war 
department accounted for the bulk 
of the July increase with the ad- 
dition of 87,680 workers during the 
month, bringing its total 912,373— 
only 5000 short of the world war 
peak for government employes in 
the entire’ executive branch. 

The navy added 26,641 employes 
in July, giving it a civilian roster 
of 475,683. The office of price 
administration increased its staff 
by 9399 to a total of 25,938. The 
July payroll was $382,373,859. All 
of the figures are exclusive of legis- 
lative, judicial and military per- 
sonnel, the report said. 
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CLOSING OF GOLD MINES 
PROTESTED BY McCARRAN 


Senator Pat McCarran recently 
ealled on the war production board 
to abandon its reported pian to 
close down gold mines, to release 
workers to the copper industry. 

The number of miners who could 
be induced to switch from gold to 


copper mining would be “neglig- 
ible,’ McCarran told Donald M. 
Nelson. Most of them, he said, 


would go into shipyard and other 
war industries.

President Roosevelt issued an 
executive order establishing for the 
first time in America nation-wide 
stabilization of wages, salaries and 
food prices. 

The president appointed Supreme 
Court Justice James F. Byrnes to 
serve as the nation’s economic 
director. He will be advised by a 
new economic stabilization board, 
which will include representatives 
of labor and management as well 
as key government officials. 


The national war labor board 
was given full authority by the 
president to pass upon all matters 
involving wages. The board will 
act not only in disputes, but will 
have authority to review all wage 
contracts entered into voluntarily 
by management and labor. 

“The WLB shall not approve 
any increase in the wage rates 
prevailing on September 15, un- 
less such increase is necessary 
to correct maladjustments or 
inequalities, to eliminate sub- 
standards of living, to correct 
gross inequalities, or to aid in 
the effective prosecution of the 
war.” 


At one of the most crucial hours 
in American history, when national 
unity is essential above all other 
needs, the national association of 
manufacturers has launched a new

It has published an elaborately 
printed pamphlet entitled, ‘‘War- 
| time Strikes in American Industry,”

Bosses Chiseling 2 
On Overtime Rule, 
Charged By Brown 


CHIEF DENOUNCES ATTEMPT 
| OF SOME EMPLOYERS TO 
GET AROUND F. D.’S ORDER 


Unions went into action this week 
to prevent “chiseling” by bosses on 
President Roosevelt's executive 

| order establishing national policy 
|on overtime pay rates in war indus- 
tries, 

The order abolishes time and one- 
half and double time rates for work 
on Saturdays and Sundays and cer- 
tain holidays, when these days fall 
within an employe's regular five- 
day, 40-hour shift. This was done 
to facilitate ‘round-the-clock produc- 
tion. 

The order specified that time and 
one-half must be paid when work- 
ers are called for a sixth day, and 
double time for a seventh day, re- 
gardless of the part of the week in 
which such days fall. 

Some employers are trying to get 
around these provisions by having 
shifts so arranged that workers toil 
five days, then get a day off, and 
then start on another five-day sche- 
aule.

CANNOT USE DRAFT T0 
TERRORIZE LABOR 


General Hershey Repudiates 
Threat to Conscript Workers 
Who Go on Strike 


Attempts by local draft officials 
to invoke “work or fight” threats 
as a club to smash strikes were re- 
pudiated this week by Selective Ser- 
vice Director Lewis B. Hershey. 

One of the latest such threats 
came from Brigadier General Ben 
M. Smith, selective service chief in 
Alabama. He said every local draft 
board in the state would be told to 
“reclassify all men who walk out 
on defense jobs.” 

Hershey condemned such a_ po- 
licy. He said he was opposed to 
using the draft law against strikers, 
and added:

Resort Hotels Pay 
Substandard Wages 


“Boom wages have not as yet 
discovered the highways and by- 
ways of New York state résort 
hotels,” stated Industrial Commis- 
sioner Frieda S. Miller, on the basis 


of a report of the division of wo- 
men in industry and minimum 
wage in the New York state de- 
partment of labor. 


Now that the resort season is 
over, the division reports on a sur- 
vey of 2,341 resort hotels in New 
York state made by the division 
during the period from the middle 
of July to the week after Labor 
day. In enforcing the state mini- 
mum wage law, 644 hotels were 
found paying less than the mini- 
mum wage and $7,525 was col- 
lected by the division of women in 
industry and minimum wage in 
restitution of minimum wages due 
to 1,743 women ahd male minors 
under the hotel minimum wage or- 
der. The minimum wage rates for 
workers in resort hotels are $6 for 
a six-day week and time and one- 
half for overtime on the seventh 
day. The majority of these estab- 
lishments work on a_ seven-day 
week without affording the work- 
ers either daily or weekly restric- 
tions of hours.

The 19 per cent increase in the 
cost of living reported by the de- 
partment of labor may be statis- 
tically correct, but it does not be- 
gin to reflect the real situation 
confronting the housewife when 
she goes to market to exchange 
her dollar for food.

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FACTS ON LABOR LAWS 


A popular pamphlet just issued by the U. S. office of educa- 
tion, in cooperation with the division of labor standards, U. S. 
department of labor, serves as a good introduction to labor laws 
for workers’ education classes. It is called The Worker, His 
Job, and His Government, and is vocational division bulletin No. 
220. It was planned for use in vocational schools and appren- 
ticeship training classes. 

As labor knows, there is lack of proper school texts about 
some of the subjects in which labor is most interested. This 
bulletin was designed to fill one of these gaps. It takes the 
young worker who is about to seek a job in industry and shows 
him at just how many points he is affected and safeguarded by 
labor laws. 

These labor laws, the pamphlet points out, ‘did not spring up 
overnight. They are the result of years of effort by the labor 
movement and by civic-minded men and women in every state.” 
The laws which are discussed are safety laws and regulations, 
workmen's compensation acts, wage and hour laws, labor stan- 
dards on government contracts, laws governing industrial rela- 
tions, safeguarding the right to organize and to bargain col- 
lectively, laws stimulating sound apprenticeship, child labor 
laws, and social security provisions.— Western Teamster.

James F. Galliano, Legal Adviser, 
Makes Report Regarding Wage 


Stabilization Effective, October 3rd 


Legal Department of Local Labor Council 
Informs Organized Labor As To Rights 
Under the Wage Stabilization Proclamation 


An office of economic stabilization is created under the chair- 

manship of an economic stabilization director. 
Since the making of the proclamation the president has 
appointed former Justice Byrnes of the supreme court as 
oe 


director. 

The director is charged with 
the duty to formulate and de- 
velop a comprehensive national 
economic policy relating to the 


control of civilian purchasing 
power, prices, rents, wages, sal- 
aries, profits, rationing, subsidies, 
and all related matters, 

The purpose of this national eco- 
nomic policy is to prevent avoid- 
able increases in the cost of living,- 
cooperating in minimizing the un- 
necessary migration of labor from 
one business, industry, or region to 
another, and facilitating the prose- 
cution of the war. 

The above set forth purpose will 
be the policy of the director and 
all departments and agencies of the 
government which may be called 
upon in putting into effect all or 
any part of the stabilization pro- 
gram. 

With respect to wages, therefore, 
the stabilization thereof must re- 
flect itself in the problem of in- 
creased costs of living and in the 
changing by workers of employ- 
ment from one business to another, 
from one industry to another, or 
from one region to another. 
Administration of Wages 

The national war labor board is 
authorized to administer the stabili- 
zation of wages and its jurisdiction 
is extended “to cover all industries 
and all employes.” 

How Wages Are Affected 

The proclamation provides that 
increase or decrease in wage 
rates shall be made without appli- 


| cation to and approval by the na- 


tional war labor board; this not- 
withstanding that such change in 
wages may be as a result of “vol- 
untary agreement, collective bar- 
gaining, conciliation, arbitration, or 
otherwise.” 

In order to guide the national 
war labor board in its approval 
or disapproval of applications for 
change of wage rates the proclama- 
tion provides that the board “shall 
not approve any increase in the 
wage rates prevailing on Septem- 
ber 15, 1942, unless such increase 
is necessary to correct maladjust- 
ments or inequalities, to eliminate 
substandards of living, to correct 
gross inequities, or to aid in the 
effective prosecution of the war. 

This does not mean that em- 
ployes who have received increases 
since September 15th, 1942, must 
give up those increases, but to the 
contrary, it means that the wage 
rates prevailing on the date of the 
proclamation (October 3, 1942) can- 
not be changed upwards or down- 
wards without application to the 
board. The September 15th date 
means only that in the event the 
application for increase or decrease 
in wages is made, the board will 
primarily be guided by the wages 
the applicants were receiving on 
September 15th, 1942.

bargaining between employers and 
employes.” This means that unions 
are to continue in their program of 
collective bargaining, but that any 
wage increases that may be agreed 
upon must be approved by the na- 
tional war labor board. It should 
be noted that the proclamation does 
not freeze wages as they existed on 
September 15, 1942. Increases are 
still in order where the same may 
be necessary or advisable to in- 
crease them beyond those prevail- 
ing on September 15th in order to 
raise substandards, to level off in- 
equalities, and what is important, 
to stop the shifting of employes 
from a less lucrative job to one 
that pays better. In addition em-

ployes who have not received a 
wage increase since January 1, 
1941, would apparently be entitled 
to at least a 15 per cent increase in 
accordance with the formula of 
the national war labor board set 
down in previous decisions. 
Enforcement of the Proclamation 

Although the president's procla- 
mation is not strictly speaking a 
law, it is an executive order of the 
president as commander-in-chief 
of the army and navy, and provides 
that the policies formulated under 
the proclamation are enforceable 
by any other department or agency 
under any power or authority which 
may be provided by any of the laws 
of the United States, and further 
provides “that any wage or salary 
payments made in contravention” 
of the proclamation shall be disre- 
garded by the various departments 
of the government, including the 
office of price administrator, and 
shall not be considered for the pur- 
pose of calculating deductions for 
income tax purposes. 


What Are Wages 
Under the 


proclamation it spe- 
cifically states that salaries and 
wages shall include all forms of 


direct “or indirect remuneration to 
an employe or officer for work or 
personal services ... including. . . 
bonuses, additional compensation, 
gifts, commissions, fees and any 
other remuneration in any form 
or medium whatsoever” excluding, 
however, insurance and pension 
benefits in a reasonable amount as 
determined by the director. The 
proclamation further provides that 
in determining wages or salaries 
that were paid before September 
16th, 1942, such additional compen- 
sation as above mentioned shall be 
taken into consideration in cases 
where it has been customarily paid 
by employers to their employes. 
This means that those employes 
who have customarily been receiy- 
ing bonuses, commissions, or some 
other form of extra compensation 
beyond minimum guarantees can- 
not be deprived of such bonuses, 
commissions, etc., without the ap- 
proval of the war labor board.

| Absenteeism Must 
Be Abolished 
In Shipyards 


Urging shipyard workers to cor- 
rect collectively the prevalent 
“evil” of absenteeism in certain 
shipbuilding plants, Daniel S. King, 
director of shipyard labor relations 
of the maritime commission, point- 
ed out to the delegates to metal 
trades convention at Toronto last 
week that this is only one instance 
reflecting upon the “brilliant and 
bold” records made by men in ship 
construction. 


“Records of absenteeism indicate 
that, on an average, in many yards 
daily there are 10 per cent of the 
force unexplainably away from 
work. Now, when 10 men out of 
100 remain home, it doesn’t mean 
that production is lowered 10 per 
cent. All of the employes whose 
work is interwoven with the acti-°* 
vities of those 10 men are affected, 
and production drops from 15 per 
cent to 18 per cent below what it 
would be if such absences were 
eliminated. This must be corrected 
before we can feel fully satisfied 
with manpower on the job.”
